Throughout the oc- 
cupied area forces are, 
ready to spring into being;

AIR 
WATCH ON 
PACIFIC 


Although Canada is 
sending all available help 
eastwards across the At- 
lantic to the Mother 
Country she is by no 
means neglecting the sec- 
urligy of her Western sea- 
board. The 600 miles of 
British Columbia’s coast- 
line are under the close 
watch of the R.C. AF., 
Western Air Command. 
Including the inlets, 
fiords and the thousand 
islands which fringe . the 
coast there are more than 
6,000 miles of Shoreline to 
be patrolled. 


Giant flying boats and 
planes fly hundreds of miles out 
over the Pacific on patrol duty 
or guarding convoys. The pilots 
who. are selected for this work 
have .to undergo special training, 
for they require knowledge of 
several . branches of nautical 
selence. They are sent to the 
Seaplane . Training School’ a‘ 
Jericho Beach, on the Pacific! 
coast, for a course. 

Here they learn the technique 
of taking. off from or landing on 

water; how.-to handle a 
boat on the surface against tides: 
currents or a: héavy. 6Ca;. the ‘rule 
of the road at sea; navigation and 
signal codes, including’ the Navy 
wireless code, ‘for,.communication 
with naval vessels and shore sta- 
tions. 

‘The training includes practice 
patrols over.400: or. 600..miles of 
ocean, during which the men take 
part in anti-submarine. operations 
and.convoy protection, and léarn 
the: methods: of | Search, ship * re- 
cognition: and .sea “reconnaissance.

first class order and fit for many years 
further service, thus  obvtating — the 
immediate neecssity of building new 
craft at the present high cost of con- 
struction. 


Since the beginning of the War five 
members of the European staff have 
left to join H, M, Services, and one 
has been seconded for work of Na- 
tional importance.
